UNEXPLAINED TRICKS.

F ifty y ears ago old R oanoke w as in a 
feverish state of excitem ent over an event 
w hich was destined to unite the interests 
and estates of tw o of th e oldest and m ost in­ 
fluential fam ilies in V irginia. 
W eeks in ad­ 
vance the clans had been ga th e ring from 
the neighboring states to do honor to th e oc­ 
casion, and when the d ay of the w edding a r­ 
rived “O akland,” the ancestral homo of the 
bride, w as tax ed to its utm ost to accom m o­ 
d ate the num erous guests. 
“P ey ton H all,” 
the adjoining estate owned by 
a relative, 
also th rew op en its hosp itable doors, 
and 
was soon ill le i to overflow ing by th e w ed­ 
ding com p any th a t cam e w ith big box, little 
box, bandbox and bundle. Cots w ere p laced 
in p arlors and libraries, p allets laid on every 
available floor, w hile each lounge and sofa 
had one or m ore occup ants. 
In those d ay s a w edding could not be m an­ 
aged as ail im p rom p tu affair, for th e soil of 
“Old V irgiuny ” was not then, as it now is, 
crossed and recrossed by innum erable ra il­ 
roads, and sup p lies had to bo w agoned over 
hundreds of miles of territory . 
On this oc- 
ea-ion the confectionery and every th ing 
w hich could not be m anufactured up on the 
p lantation w as b rough t from R ichm ond by 
canal boat to L y nch b urg and from thence 
to Roanoke, a distance of several hundred 
miles, and a week being consum ed in the 
op eration. 
N othing else w as talked of for 
m onths in advance, and the old county was 
stirred to its center, for na ugh t so revolu- 
tioniz*s a country p lace as a w edding. 
The 
neighboring 
forests p aid th e ir trib ute in 
holly , and the tra d itio na l m istletoe bough 
was susp ended on high, und er w hich, if any 
victim was caught, she w as com p elled to p ay 
the accustom ed 
forfeit, 
which coull be 
claim ed by any cavalier in the room ¡-o in­ 
clined. 
Chickens, ducks 
and turkey s, w hich had 
been kep t ia fattening coop s for weeks, lost 
th e ir heads, while rotund p igs w ith ap p les 
ia th e ir m ouths looked p lacidly up on the 
p rep arations for th eir consum p tion. 
New 
gowns 
were given to the fem ale servants, 
while the brass buttons on the livory 
of the 
m ales were brightened to a sta rtling degroe. 
Old “Uncle Ben” was the centre figure in 
this last brigade, and th e am ount of imi>or- 
tan< e w ith w hich he w as usually invested 
seem ed to have doubled itself on th is occas­ 
ion, and he becam e a m ost p ronounced a uto ­ 
crat, d ic ta ting term s to bis own color and 
offering suggestions to his m aster, who, as 
he had been a faith ful old b utler for m any 
y ears, listened to him w ith th e utm ost con­ 
sideration. 
O akland and P ey ton hall stood side by 
side. 
E ach of these rich estates retained 
and resp ected the trad itions w hich had been 
handed down from generation to generation 
by those w ith whose nam es th ey w ere identi­ 
fied. 
Old landm ark s w ere carefully p re­ 
served; old trees, 
bending 
beneath 
the 
w eight of y ear's, w ere jealously k ep t in p lace 
by artilicinl m eans, while from th e w alls of 
the im m ense salons looked m any genera­ 
tions in p ow dered wigs, ruffles and short 
clothes. 
The ow ners of these estates w ere 
gentlem en of the “old school,” c h iva lrous 
non *rable and high -toned ; quick to resent 
an in>ult or to avenge a w rong and just as 
quick to p ardon an offence w here honor was 
not involved. 
They w ere of the stock which 
gave to 
V irginia her Light-H orso, H arry 
Lee, John R andolp h, R obert E. Lee, and 
scores of others w ho have m ade th a t stato 
fam ous as the m other of statesm en. 
M:.ny a gay p a rty of gentlew om en 
and 
gallant cavaliers gallop ed dow n those ave­ 
nues to the sum m ons of 
the h unte r’s horn 
culling them to a fox h unt or a deer chase, 
t i r 'turn in the evening to a brilliant ball > r 
whist p a rty where egg-nog and 
hot ap p le 
teddy were the features of tho evening, 
while the “antlers” or tho “brush,” trop iiie- 
f the d a y ’s sp ort, 
were p rom inent in tu*:* 
decorations. 
P rep arations were m ade on 
the m ost lavish scale, and although all tin* 
acce-sorios of tho sup p er had to t*o wagoned 
hundreds of miles this wedding is referred 
t o by octogenarians and centenarians of the 
v unity as one of the finu*t ever witnessed in 
Old ltoanok". 
“T h at was a tim e when w e l­ 
din'» was w- ddinV, ’ recently said an ol 1 
gray haired servant of the fam ily who still 
retains a vivid recollection of the event. 
W hen the night of the wedding arrived 
tae d a ns bad gathere I from far an I m ar 
and it is safe t » say th a t never was there a 
mere brilliant assemblage in oi l Roanoke 
county . 
.Many of the guests cam e hundreds of 
miles in p rivate convey ances. 
There were 
i. 
commodious hotels near by where cotn- 
< rtable quarters cou' 1 be obtained for m an 
and Ix'.ust, consequently tho hosp itality of 
both O akland anti Pey ton hall was severely 
taxed. 
A' > ne tim e nx ty e x tra hors ••* stood 
in the stables of Pey ton hall alone, a like

land.

The PjRculiaritl« *** « if Eng lish Bo nds Ex ­ 
p lain ed — H o w P rices Vary . 
[The Current,] 
As the p rice of B ritish consols (an abrovi- 
ation of “consolidated annuities” and p ro­ 
nounced eith er 
con-soLS 
or cON-sols, but 
na tura lly the la tte r way ) is a certain m ark 
of tho feeling of security or insecurity of 
financiers of all kinds in London, the reader 
m ay just now bo in need of the rem inder 
th a t by fa r the gre a te r p ortion of tho na ­ 
tional d e b t of the U nited K ingdom has been 
funded into a p erp etual obligation of 3 p er 
cent, interest p er annum to the holders. 
The B ritish m inisters, when they desire to 
borrow m oney , instead of offering a $1,000 
bond a t 0, 7 or 8 p er cent., p rincip al p ay able 
in ten or forty y ears, as was dono in A m er­ 
ica, say to th e m oney -lender: 
“ W e will p ay 
3 p er cent, on e very th ing we borrow . 
Now, 
how m uch of a bond do y ou w ant in re turn 
for $1,000?” 
The m oney -lender has received 
as high as $1,7 7 4 and us low as $008 , accord­ 
ing to the dogreo of c red it enjoy od by tiio 
governm ent 
In this w ay the governm ent 
has p iled up an im aginary obligation of $.3,- 
500,000,000, or, 
in reality , lias w rittin an 
annual p ension-roll of $145,000,000. 
Now let us sup p ose th a t a m an desires to 
“lend m oney to th« * governm ent” 
—th a t is, to 
take the p lace of those who have so lent it, 
or of those whose ancestors so lent it.
